My lips will remain sealed about the various suggestions put forward concerning the 
inter-personal relationships of Aloha Centuari, the hermeaphrodite hexapod. After all, 
even snails must have a surprisingly interesting social life and they don’t have six 
arms. 


Anything short of such revelations (which will only be made known 300 years after 
the Doctor’s last regeneration) is sure to be found in this remarkable piece of work of 
eccentric but dedicated scholarship.

However, they 
eventually realise that the halt has been caused by the ship’s defence mechanism, 
which is responsible for the psychological disturbances the crew are experiencing.

They meet Autloc, High Priest of Knowledge and Tlotoxl, High Priest of 
Sacrifice. Autloc hails Barbara as Yetaxa’s reincarnation — she is wearing the Priest’s 
bracelet, which she found in the Tomb. lan is appointed Chief of the Aztec Warriors 
and as a result finds himself in competition with the Chosen Leader, Ixta, who 
eventually plunges to his death from a pyramid in a fight with lan. Susan is made 
handmaiden but she causes a rumpus when she refuses the last wish of the Perfect 
Victim — marriage.

The Doctor finds Cory’s tape and he and Vyon decide to warn Earth of the 
impending Dalek attack. The year is AD 4000 and Mavic Chen, Guardian of the Solar 
System, has just betrayed Earth by giving to the Daleks the taranium element which 
will enable them to power their supreme weapon: the Time Destructor. The Doctor 
and his friends steal the taranium element but are unable to alert Earth as Chen has 
them branded as traitors. In the course of their escape from the Daleks Katarina 
sacrifices herself to save the Doctor. Bret Vyon is killed by his sister Sara Kingdom, 
who subsequently finds out the truth and helps the Doctor. After a chase across the 
Universe the TARDIS lands on the volcanic planet Tigus, where the Doctor meets 
his old enemy the Meddling Monk, who betrays him to the Daleks. Back on Kembel 
the Doctor finally activates the Time Destructor, which puts a stop to the Daleks 
invasion—but Sara is killed. 


This is the longest Doctor Who story ever. Nicholas Courtney, who plays Space 
Agent Bret Vyon, later appeared in a part for which he is better known, Brigadier 
Lethbridge-Stewart of UNIT.

The Doctor meets the man in charge of the Army’s 
operations, Colonel Lethbridge-Stewart. Unfortunately, the Intelligence—through it’s 
mind control of the Colonel's Aide—captures the Doctor. A brain-draining helmet is 
placed on his head. But the Doctor has reversed the polarities and attempts to drain 
the Intelligence, and almost succeeds—until he is ‘rescued’ by his friends leaving the 
Intelligence free again. After their departure Lethbridge-Stewart plans the creation of 
an international task force to fight alien invasion.

The wars are controlled by aliens, who have 
gathered soldiers from many periods of history, brainwashed them and put them to 
battle with the aim of forming an invincible army from the survivors to take over the 
Galaxy. The Doctor is identified by the War Chief, assistant to the leader of the 
aliens, the War Lord, but he manages to seize the alien’s HQ with the help of 
soldiers no longer under the aliens’ control, and calls in the Time Lords for help. 


The Time Lords are a nearly omnipotent race, with the ability to control Time and 
Space. Both the Doctor and the War Chief are renegade Time Lords who each stole 
a TARDIS and escaped. The Doctor fled to explore the universe (Time Lord policy is 
one of strict non-intervention) whilst the War Chief gave Time Lord technology to the 
War Lords—in particular, the SIDRATs, an inferior kind of TARDIS—which enabled 
him to start the war games. The Time Lords intervene, capture and execute the War 
Lord, return all soldiers to their proper time zones on earth and, finally, try the 
Doctor. They find him guilty of intervention and exile him to Earth after having 
changed his appearance. Jamie and Zoe are returned to their respective eras. 


This is the first story introducing the Time Lords---and explaining the Doctor’s origins.

The 
Doctor, accompanied by a stowaway, journalist Sarah Jane Smith, who is 
investigating the disappearances, uses tracking instruments to find Irongron’s castle. 
The Doctor is captured and interrogated by Linx, who discovers he is a Time Lord. 
Despite the resistance of a robot knight built by Linx, lrongron’s castle eventually 
falls. Linx is killed by a local archer and his spaceship blows up.

Story: The Time Lords send the Doctor, Sarah and Harry to the planet Skaro at a 
time when the war between Thals and Kaleds is reaching its final stage. The 
Doctor’s mission is to prevent the birth of the dreaded Daleks who evolved out of this 
war. Hunted by both sides in a war-torn world, the Doctor eventually becomes the 
prisoner of Davros, the brilliant crippled Kaled scientist. Davros has invented a travel 
machine to house the creature into which the Kaleds, genetically crippled by 
centuries of warfare, will eventually mutate. But Davros is obsessed by his own 
creation and is giving it destructive powers and ruthless intelligence which were not 
part of the original design. These travel machines are destined to become the 
Daleks! The Doctor helps to lead a revolt of Kaled scientists, horrified by what 
Davros is doing. But Davros, in his determination to preserve the Daleks, helps the 
Thals to destroy his own people with a super-missile. Then he uses the Daleks, now 
fully operational, first to wipe out the Thal City, then to destroy those remaining 
Kaleds who oppose him. Some Thals survive. The Doctor manages to entomb 
Davros in the fortified bunker which has become his final refuge. Here the Daleks 
turn on Davros, destroying their creator. The Doctor refuses to destroy the Daleks 
when he has the chance on the grounds that it would be genocide; he says that even 
from the Daleks a greater good will eventually emerge. Whisked away from Skaro by 
the Time Lords, the travellers disappear.

The station, known as Nerva, is now 
fulfilling its original function as a space beacon, in orbit around a mysterious 
planetoid. It is in the grip of a strange plague which has reduced the crew to a mere 
handful. The Doctor discovers that the plague is carried by Cybermats—deadly 
machines built by the Cybermen—introduced to the station by a traitor, Kellman. The 
planetoid is all that is left of Voga, the planet of gold, which was instrumental in the 
defeat of the Cybermen by the Humans in the Cyberwars centuries ago (gold is 
deadly to Cybermen). The Vogans have bribed Kellman to attract the remaining 
Cybermen to Nerva, where they can be blasted out of existence by a Vogan missile, 
thus freeing the Vogans from a life in hiding. But the Cybermen have other plans. 
They capture the Doctor and the station crew and, after having attached bombs to 
them, send them on a deadly errand to the core of Voga. The Doctor eventually 
helps the Vogans defeat the Cybermen by the use of gold dust. The rest of the 
machine men are destroyed by the Vogan missile. The Doctor prevents Nerva from 
crashing down onto Voga. The TARDIS arrives and the Doctor finds an SOS from 
the Brigadier.

Unable to return home (their planet was 
destroyed), the Zygons plan to take over the Earth and turn it into a new home planet 
for their race. Able to change form and take on the physical appearance of Humans, 
the Zygons have infiltrated the village.

The Brigadier blows up the Zygon ship but Broton, 
leader of the Zygons, now in London, threatens to destroy the World Energy 
Conference. He is stopped by the Doctor. The Skarasen survives to swim happily 
back to Loch Ness.

Egyptologist Marcus Scarman has inadvertently broken into the pyramid 
prison of Sutekh, last of the Osirians. Sutekh is a creature with god-like powers and 
his only ambition is to destroy all life in the Cosmos. Defeated by his brother Horus 
and the other Osirians, Sutekh has lain prisoner for centuries in his pyramid. The 
Doctor and Sarah arrive in Professor Scarman’s house in England (which will later 
become the site of UNIT’s HQ) just as Scarman, possessed by the spirit of Sutekh, 
returns to build a rocket to go to the Pyramids of Mars; they contain the Eye of 
Horus, the key to Sutekh’s prison.

Scarman destroys the Eye of Horus, but the Doctor returns to Earth in time 
to prevent Sutekh from leaving the Space/Time which is the only exit from his prison. 
Controlling the Time factor of the tunnel, the Doctor sends Sutekh to the ends of 
Time.

Story: The TARDIS lands on Karn, a bleak and stormy planet, where Solon, a 
disreputable galactic-surgeon, is carrying out strange experiments. The planet is also 


the home of the Sisterhood, witch-like guardians of the mysterious Sacred Flame, 
from which is prepared the Elixir of Life, an immortality drug shared by the Sisters 
with the Time Lords. The Flame is dying and the High Priestess, Maren, believes the 
Doctor is a spy sent by the Time Lords to steal the few precious remaining drops of 
the Elixir. Meanwhile, the Doctor discovers that Solon is concealing the still-living 
brain of Morbius, a high-ranking renegade Time Lord and cosmic villain, supposed to 
have been executed some centuries ago. Solon is making a monstrous new body in 
which Morbius will live again to lead his followers in the conquest of the Galaxy. The 
Doctor and Sarah have to battle with Morbius, revived and on the rampage, and with 
the suspicious Sisterhood. The Doctor defeats Morbius in mental battle, and the 
body is destroyed by the Sisters, convinced of the Doctor’s good faith after he 
restored the Flame to its former brilliance.

A dying Li Hsen 
Chang (he was attacked by Greel’s giant rat) gives the address of Weng-Chiang’s 
new refuge to the Doctor. Greel dies a victim of his own life-absorbing equipment 
and Mr Sin is disconnected by the Doctor.

As everyone is celebrating a new 
danger appears: the Sontarans have used the Vardans to gain access to Gallifrey. 
The Castellan Kelner, who betrayed the Doctor to the Vardans, help the Sontarans 
to take control of the Capitol. The Doctor forces Borusa to reveal the location of the 
Great Key of Time. The Doctor uses the power of the Key to build the supreme 
weapon, the Demat Gun, which he uses to destroy the Sontarans. In the ensuing 
explosion the Doctor loses his memory of recent events. Leela chooses to stay on 
Gallifrey to marry Andred, Captain of the Guards, and K9 stays with its mistress. As 
the TARDIS heads towards its next destination the Doctor reveals a K9 Mark 2!

Story: The TARDIS heads for the planet Callufrax, where the second segment of the 
Key is located, but instead lands on Zanak. Zanak is a hollow world equipped with 
massive transmat engines which enable it to jump through the space vortex and 


rematerialise around another world, draining it of its matter and energy. Romana is 
captured by guards and taken to the Bridge of the Captain, half-man, half-machine, 
but the Doctor rescues her. He realises that the planet is in the process of absorbing 
Callufrax. The Time Lords find unusual allies in the Mentiads, a race of telepaths 
who have recently appeared on Zanak. The Doctor organises an attack on the 
Bridge but is captured. He finds that the true master of Zanak is not the captain but 
its original ruler, QUeen Xanxia, who has been using the pillaged energies to keep 
her original body alive. The Doctor and the Mentiads try to stop the planet’s next 
jump through the space vortex, which would take Zanak to Earth. During the fighting 
the Captain attempts a revolt and is killed by Xanxia. Cut off from her much needed 
energy source, Xanxia is shot by a rebel. The Doctor discovers that Callufrax, now 
reduced to a football-sized husk, is the second segment of the Key to Time. The 
Time Lords leave after the citizens of Zanak have destroyed the Bridge.

Story: The TARDIS rematerialises on Earth. The Doctor and Romana follow the 
trace of the third segment of the Key to Time to an ancient Druidic circle where they 
meet Professor Amelia Rumford and her friend Vivien Fay. The Doctor suspects he 
might find a clue as to the location of the segment from the local Druidic priest—but 
he is nearly sacrificed to a pagan goddess, the Cailleach. Rescued by Professor 
Rumford, the Doctor finds that the priest has been killed by the Ogri, stone creatures 
that feed on blood. The Ogri serve the Cailleach and normally look like part of the 
stone circle. The Doctor finds that the Cailleach is in reality Vivien Fay, who has 
been living on Earth for about 3,000 years. Before he can alert Romana, Vivien Fay, 
using some properties of the third segment of the Key, sends her to a spaceship 
orbiting in hyperspace above the circle. The Doctor manages to follow and by 
accident frees the Megara, justice machines sent with the ship to judge an alien 
criminal, Cessair of Diplos. The Megara threaten to execute the Doctor but the Time 
Lords trick them into probing the mind of Vivien Fay. When they realise that she is in 
fact Cessair the justice machines turn her into a stone monolith. The Doctor 
manages to capture the third segment (Vivien’s necklace) and banish the Megara. 


This story was the 100th Doctor Who story.

Story: The Doctor and Romana land on Tara, a peaceful planet where science is the 
domain of the commoners while the rulers enjoy a life patterned after chivalristic 
models. The Doctor decides to take a fishing holiday and sends Romana looking for 
the fourth segment of the Key to Time—which she locates in the shape of a local 
statue. The Time Lady is captured by the evil Count Grendel who takes her to be an 
Android of Princess Strella, her exact double, who he keeps prisoner in the hope that 
eventually by marrying her he will become King of Tara. Meanwhile, the Doctor is 
approached by the rightful pretendant to the Taran throne, Prince Reynart, who asks 
him to repair his Android double, which he plans to use to avoid assassination during 
the coronation ceremony. Reynart is kidnapped by Grendel and the Doctor uses the 
Android in his place, foiling the plans of the Count. Grendel attempts to kill the 
Doctor, who succeeds in freeing Romana. The Count manages to destroy Reynart’s 
android and recaptures Romana. He now plans to marry Reynart to the Time Lady 
(posing as the captive Princess Strella), and the kill Reynart and marry Romana. The 
Doctor arrives in time to rescue the Prince and defeat the Count.

Story: The Doctor and Romana land on Delta Magna’s third moon, which is mostly 
swamps and marshes. They are caught up in a feud between the Swampies and a 


group of Human technicians. The Swampies are green humanoids, original 
descendants of the Delta Magnans who were given the moon as a sort of reservation 
by the Human colonists of Delta Magna. They resent the intrusion of the technicians, 
who have set up a plant to collect methane from the swamps and convert it into 
protein, to be shipped back to Delta Magna. Romana is captured by the Swampies 
and the Doctor by the refinery people. Both are highly suspicious of the newcomers 
and the Swampies offer Romana as a sacrifice to their god Kroll. The Doctor rescues 
her and they escape, along with Rohm-Dutt, a gun smuggler. They discover that he 
has been paid by Thawn, the refinery Controller, to give the Swampies non- 
functional guns, thus justifying his extermination policies. Rohm-Dutt is killed by 
Kroll, a squid-like creature of titanic size. The monster attacks the refinery. Thawn 
plans to blast the creature with a rocket, thus threatening the entire population of the 
moon. He is stopped by Varlik, a native who has now realised that Kroll is not a god. 
The Doctor finds that Kroll’s gigantic size was caused by his swallowing a holy relic 
of the Swampies—the fifth segment of the Key to Time—and removes it, thus 
causing the monster to be split into many smaller entities.

Story: The search for the final segment to the Key to Time takes the Doctor, 
Romana and K9 to the twin planets of Atrios and Zeos. A full-scale nuclear war is 
raging between the twin worlds. The Marshal, who commands the Atrian defence, is 
intent on pursuing war to its ultimate conclusion. The Doctor suspects that the 
Marshal is being controlled from elsewhere. The final segment of the Key seems to 
have some connection with the Atrian Royal Princess, Astra, who has been 
kidnapped by the evil Shadow, a servant of the Black Guardian. The Doctor, 
Romana and K9 go in search of her and find themselves trapped on Zeos, a planet 
that appears to be deserted but for Mentalis, a giant computer which has been 
waging war on Atrios. Lured on by the Shadow, the Marshal threatens a final assault 


on Zeos, ignorant of the fact that this will trigger Mentalis to destroy itself and both 
planets. To stop the oncoming Armageddon the Doctor is forced to use the 
incomplete Key to time-loop the Marshal. The Doctor goes to the lair of the Shadow, 
a third planet in orbit between Zeos and Atrios, where his friends are now under the 
control of the Shadow. He manages to ally himself with Drax, an itinerant Time Lord 
and builder of Mentalis. The Doctor discovers that the last segment of the Key is 
Princess Astra herself, who ceases to exist as she completes the Key. The Time 
Lords manage to recapture the Key and escape with it. Mentalis is disconnected by 
Drax and the Marshals nuclear attack is directed by the Doctor to the Shadow’s 
planet, which is destroyed. The Doctor now faces the Black Guardian himself, 
disguised as the White Guardian. Deciding that the Key is too powerful for anyone to 
hold, the Doctor splits it and scatters it again throughout the Cosmos, thus restoring 
the Princess to her original form. To escape the wrath of the Black Guardian, the 
Doctor equips the TARDIS with a randomiser. 


The first episode of this story marks the 500th episode of Doctor Who.

Story: Romana’s body regenerates and she adopts the likeness of Princess Astra of 
Atrios. The two Time Lords land on a desolate planet. They are intrigued by 
evidence of drilling operations deep underground. While investigating, the Doctor is 
trapped in a collapsed building and is rescued by the Movellans, a race of beautiful 
humanoids led by Commander Sharrel. The Doctor discovers that he is once again 
on Skaro, home planet of the Daleks. Meanwhile, Romana has been captured by the 


Daleks and put to work with other enslaved Humans working on Skaro for some 
unknown purpose of the Daleks. An escaped prisoner, Tyssan, leads the Doctor and 
the Movellans underground, where the Doctor finds Romana, who has escaped the 
Daleks by pretending to be dead. They discover what the Daleks were seeking all 
the time: Davros. They take him prisoner and return to the Movellan ship. The 
Movellans turn out to be a merciless, logical, robotic race which has been fighting the 
Daleks for centuries, but a stalemate has been reached. The Daleks need Davros to 
gain an advantage and the Movellans plan to use the Doctor. With the help of 
Tyssan the Doctor prevents the Movellans from destroying Skaro and succeeds in 
defeating the Daleks. The two Time Lords leave and Tyssan takes Davros prisoner 
back to Earth.

Story: A crippled Jagaroth spaceship piloted by Scaroth explodes on takeoff in 400 
million BC on Earth. In 1979, Paris, the Doctor and Romana meet a British detective 
named Duggan. They uncover a plan by Count and Countess Scarlioni to steal the 
Mona Lisa with the aid of alien technology. The Count is selling a collection of art 
treasurs to finance his time travel experiments, conducted by Professor Kerensky. In 
a room in the Count’s castle which has been sealed for centuries the Doctor 
discovers six more apparently genuine Mona Lisas. He goes back to Renaissance 
Italy to find Leonardo da Vinci. There, the Time Lord is taken prisoner by Captain 
Tancredi, who looks exactly like the Count. Tancredi is forcing the Master to produce 
more Mona Lisas. The Doctor discovers that the original explosion split Scaroth into 
12 segments scattered at different periods of Human history. The alien has 
influenced Mankind’s scientific evolution so that his 20th-century self can go back in 
time to prevent the explosion. The Doctor returns to 20th century to find Romana and 
Duggan prisoners of the Count. Scaroth, now revealed as a green scaly creature 
with one red eye, kills Kerensky and the Countess and embarks on his journey back 
through time. The Doctor and his friends follow in the TARDIS. The Doctor realises 
that it is the explosion of the Jagaroth ship which will create life on Earth. The Doctor 


tries in vain to reason with Scaroth. Duggan prevents the alien from succeeding by 
knocking him unconscious. Dragged back through time, Scaroth perishes in the 
explosion of his machine.

Story: The Doctor and Romana arrive on Chloris, an abundantly fertile world which 
is extremely short of metal. They fall into the hands of the Lady Adrasta, a ruler 
whose power derives from her monopoly of metal on the planet. She polices her 
people with carnivorous Wolf Weeds controlled by her Huntsman. Those who 
displease her, she throws into the Pit, a worked-out mine which contains a terrifying 
creature. The Doctor finds himself in the Pit with Adrasta’s Court Astrologer, 
Organon. There, he discovers that the creature is in reality an ambassador from 
Tythonus, who came to Chloris to exchange metal—which the Tythonians have in 
abundance—for chlorophyll, which is extremely rare on Tythonus. Frightened of 
losing her monopoly, Adrasta has kept Erato, the ambassador, imprisoned in the Pit 
for many years. Erato has not been able to communicate with the Chlorians but with 
the Doctor’s help, he is eventually able to reveal the truth. The Huntsman turns 
against Adrasta and she is killed by Erato. Adrasta’s treatment of the Tythonian 
envoy almost brings total disaster to Chloris even after her death, but with Erato’s 
help the Doctor manages to save the planet and the ambassador returns to 
Tythonus.

Among the passengers of the Empress is Tryst, a 
naturalist, and his assistant, Della. They have with them a Continuous Event 
Transmuter, a machine which allows whole areas of land to be removed from planets 
and to be stored on laser crystals, along with the local fauna, which continues to 
exist and develop while on the crystal recording. As a result of the crash, the CET 
becomes unstable and releases hordes of Mandrels, monsters from the planet Eden, 
onto the Empress. The Doctor also discovers that someone on board is smuggling 
Vraxoin, one of the most dangerous addictive drugs in the Universe, which 
incapacitated the Empress navigator (hence the crash). Suspected of being the 
smugglers, the Doctor and Romana are pursued by the Empress crew. The Time 
Lords discover that the real smuggler is Tryst, and that Vraxoin is made from the 
very essence of the Mandrels. Tryst and the pilot of the Hecate are planning to beam 
the contents of the Eden crystal to the planet Azure below. The Doctor succeeds in 
separating the two ships and in preventing the smugglers from carrying out their 
plans. After Tryst’s capture by customs agents the Doctor returns the Mandrels and 
Eden sample to Eden.

Story: The TARDIS whilst immobilised for repairs, falls into a gravity whirlpool along 
with a damaged ship taking a group of young men and women from the planet Aneth 


to the planet Skonnos, where they are to be presented as tribute to the Nimon, a 
mysterious entity who lives at the centre of a huge labyrinthine complex. The Nimon 
has promised to return Skonnos to its former glory if the Skonnons supply young 
men and women and radioactive hymetusite crystals—which they have in turn 
exacted from the peaceful planet Aneth. The Doctor repairs the Skonnon ship but is 
left behind in his in-operative TARDIS by the treacherous co-pilot who flies to 
Skonnos, taking Romana with him. Soldeed, leader of the Skonnons and servant of 
the Nimon, sends the Anethan sacrifices, Romana and the co-pilot into the Nimon 
complex. The Doctor, who has managed to repair the TARDIS, arrives on Skonnos 
and follows them. Inside the complex they find the Nimon, a bull-headed alien who 
kills the co-pilot. The Doctor discovers that the Nimon is preparing to bring the rest of 
his race to Skonnos through a black hole in Space fed by the hymetusite crystals. 
The Nimon are like a galactic plague of locusts, jumping from planet to planet after 
having drained them of their resources. One of them is sent ahead to promise wealth 
and power to unsuspecting races, and build a huge complex which enables the rest 
of the Nimons to infiltrate and eventually take over the host planet. At the other end 
of the space tunnel Romana finds a dying planet, Crinoth. With the help of Seth, a 
young Anethian, the Time Lord succeeds in destroying the complex, leaving the 
Nimon stranded on Crinoth, where they perish. Thanks to K9, the Doctor and his 
friends finally escape from the complex, which is destroyed.

Story: In aremote space station called Think Tank a scientist called Skagra steals 
the minds of his colleagues, and escapes. Meanwhile, the Doctor and Romana visit 
present-day Cambridge to see Professor Chronotis, a retired Time Lord living 
incognito as a don. He wants them to take a book, The Ancient Law of Gallifrey, 
back to the planet of the Time Lords. Unfortunately it has accidentally been taken 
away by a post-graduate student, Chris Parsons. He and a colleague, Clare 


Keightley, are mystified by the book, which is made of no earthly substance. Skagra 
arrives on Earth in search of the book because it will give him directions to the Time 
Lord prison planet of Shada, where he believes Salyavin, the most powerful Time 
Lord, is imprisoned. Skagra needs access to Salyavin to learn from him the secret of 
projecting a print of his own mind to every sentient being in the Universe, a 
technique which will guarantee the success of his plan for galactic domination. The 
Doctor retrieves the book but Skagra sends his mind-sapping Sphere after the 
Doctor. On a bicycle chase through the streets of Cambridge the Doctor loses the 
book, which is found by Skagra. Skagra heads for Shada in the TARDIS, having 
captured Romana to operate it. The Doctor takes Skagra’s own spaceship and with 
K9 and Chris Parsons goes to Think Tank is search of Skagra and Romana. He 
encounters the monstrous crystalline Krargs, Skagra’s servants. It transpires that 
Chronotis’s rooms in Cambridge are the insides of his own TARDIS, which he uses 
to rescue the Doctor from the Krargs. Against the Professor’s wishes and with the 
aim of rescuing Romana the Doctor follows Skagra to Shada, where Skagra has 
freed the criminals, including a Dalek, a Cyberman and a Zygon—but Salyavin is not 
there. Professor Chronotis turns out to be Salyavin. The Doctor wins a mind battle 
against Skagra and imprisons him in his own spaceship. Returning to Earth, the 
Doctor leaves the Professor in Cambridge, promising to keep his identity secret.

enemies, the reptilian Foamasi. Accidents mysteriously happen at the Tachyon 
Recreation Generator—the pride of the Hive—and the Argolin leader, Mena, is 
pressurised by her Earth agent, Brock, to sell the Hive to the Foamasi, an offer which 
is violenty opposed by her son, Pangol. Mena believes she can be rejuvenated by 
Earth scientist Hardin’s Tachyon experiments, but the man is a fraud. The two Time 
Lords are arrested on suspicion of having murdered Hardin’s assistant, who 
discovered that the Foamasi had secretly invaded the Hive. While experimenting 
with Hardin’s machine, the Doctor ages considerably. With Mena dying, Pangol— 
who is revealed as a creation of the T@R—takes over the Hive and attempts to 
duplicate himself into an army to war against the Foamasi. Instead, a rejuvenated 
army of Doctors leave the machine. The Foamasi invaders reveal themselves as 
agents of the government and unmask Foamasi saboteurs, who had been 
impersonating Brock and his lawyer, Klout. The randomised Doctor’s disappear and 
Mena and Pangol are turned into younger versions of themselves by the TGR.

Meanwhile, on the nearby dead planet of Zolfa-Thura, a band of Gaztak space 
raiders meet the cactus-like Meglos, who secures their help for his plan to steal the 
Dodecahedron. For that purpose, Meglos assumes the appearance of the Doctor, 
whom he imprisons in a Chronic Hysteresis. Having escaped, and arriving on Tigella, 
the Doctor is blamed for the theft and condemned to death. Meglos is unmasked by 
Caris, one of the Tigellans who believe that their planet’s surface should be 
reclaimed from the aggressive vegetation that overruns it. Meglos is inadvertently 
freed by Romana after she escapes the Gazteks, who have captured her. The 
Doctor freed, the Time Lords rush to Zolfa-Thura where Meglos intends to release 
the power of the Dodecahedron. The Doctor now impersonates Meglos and mis-sets 
the crystal, which explodes, destroying the last Zolfa-Thuran and the Gaztaks. 
Without its power, the Tigellans are forced to begin to reclaimation of their planet.

Story: The TARDIS goes through a Charged Vacuum Emboitment and the two Time 
Lords find themselves on the planet Alzerius in E-Space. There, they encounter a 
community of Humans, descendants of a starliner which crashed 40 centuries 
earlier. The community is ruled by the Deciders who have preserved the ship and 
hope eventually to leave the planet with it. They warn the community of the incoming 
Mistfall, a time when mysterious creatures rise up from the marshes. A group of 
youths, called Outlers, led by Varsh and his brother Adric, refuse to believe them. 
However, the myth proves to be real and marsh creatures start appearing. Romana 
becomes their victim but is rescued by the Doctor. With the help of Adric the Time 
Lords discover that the starliner people are actually evolved marshmen who have 
taken over and ritually maintaining the ship. The Doctor enables them to pursue their 
destiny by leaving Alzerius, and Adric stows away in the departing TARDIS.

Story: The TARDIS lands on a medieval-like planet ruled tyranically by King Zargo 
and Queen Camilla. The Doctor and Romana are captured by rebels led by the 
technologically minded Kalmar. Having convinced the rebels that they are on their 
side, the Time Lords discover that the King and Queen are the original officers of an 
explorer ship which left Earth a thousand years earlier. Meanwhile, Adric who has 


been hiding among the peasants is captured by the King’s Councillor, Aukon. The 
Time Lords discover that the Tower—Zargo’s castle—is in reality the lost spaceship, 
and that the King, the Queen and Aukon are vampires! The entity that drew them 
into E-Space and turned them into vampires, the Great Vampire (last survivor of a 
race destroyed by the Time Lords), lies in the ground beneath the Tower, ready to 
rise. The Doctor arranges a concerted attack on the Tower and uses one of the 
scout ships as a stake to kill the Great Vampire. Zargo, Camilla and Aukon crumble 
to dust.

Story: The TARDIS is hijacked by Biroc, a Time-sensitive Tharil, who has just 
escaped from the privateer ship of Captain Rorvik. Biroc steers the TARDIS into an 
eerie misty void and leaves. The Doctor follows him to find a mirror-like gateway 
guarded by axe-wielding robots, the Gundans. Romana falls prisoner of Rorvik, who 
arrives at the gateway just as the Doctor manages to pass through to the other side 
of the mirror. There, the Time Lord finds Biroc and learns that the Tharils, once rulers 
of a vast empire and notorious slave-owners, were captured by the Gundans, which 
were made by their rebellious slaves. The Tharils are now kept prisoner in the 
impervious dwarf star alloy hold of Rorvik’s ship. Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
gateway, Romana has been freed by another Tharil, Lazlo. Rorvik is now determined 
to blast his way out of the void. The backblast of the ship shatters the hull and 
releases the Tharils. They return to E-Space with Romana and K9 while the Doctor 
and Adric are blown back into N-Space.

Meanwhile, on Traken, Consul Kassia marries Consul Tremas and finds to her 
distress that the Keeper has chosen Tremas as his successor. A calcified, evil 
creature called Melkur seizes upon this fault to manipulate Kassia to have her 
husband imprisoned, along with the Doctor and Adric, on false charges. As Melkur 
becomes the new Keeper of Traken, he reveals himself to be the Master! Thanks to 
an almost catastrophic diversion, during which Adric and Nyssa—Tremas’s 
daughter—nearly succeed in destroying the Source, the Doctor manages to defeat 
his old enemy. In a last minute twist the Master seizes upon Tremas’s body to effect 
his thirteenth regeneration.

Story: The Doctor decides to repair the TARDIS’s chameleon circuit and goes to 
England to find a real police box, thereby falling into a complex dimensional trap 
devised by the Master. A young air hostess, whose aunt is later murdered by the 
renegade Time Lord, enters the TARDIS thinking it to be a police box. The Doctor, 
having been warned by the mysterious Watcher that an enormous trial lies ahead, 
rushes to Logopolis, a city inhabited by pure mathematicians. There, the Monitor, 
who is in charge of Logopolis, reveals a copy of the famous Pharos Computer 
Project on Earth. The Master, who has been interfering with the City in his plans to 
destroy the Doctor, accidentally causes it to stop functioning. The Monitor reveals 
that the Universe has passed the point of normal heat death and that its life has 


been extended only by his people’s calculations. Realising the consequences of the 
Master's actions—the dissolution of the Universe—the two Time Lords team up and 
together they go to the Pharos Project on Earth, to beam the Logopolitan Program 
into deep Space. The Master now plans to blackmail the Cosmos into submission, 
and the two Time Lords begin a fight which causes the Doctor to fall to his death. 
The Master escapes while the Doctor's body regenerates.
